"Some of the phones are 
of the type that were in use 
in the early 1090's when An- 
tioch had its beginnings," 
Babb said. "The others are 
models that were used a few 
years lately. We can't say 
exactly which type of tele- 
phone may have been used 
here in Antioch at that time, 
but all the phones you see in 
cur exhibit were common in 
Illinois in those years." 

In further carrying through 
the anniversary theme, the 
manager said, the business 
office employees will be 
wearing clothes of a type fa- 
miliar in the 1890's. "That 
was a far cry from the day 
of the miniskirt," said Babb,

That is the problem .facing 
the industry and explored in 
the current issue of TV 
Guide magazine (July 22) by 
Peggy Hudson, New York 
TV-radio writer-editor. She 
points out that in some cases 
movie makers will ha*e to 
create a secbnd and less, sexy 
version for television sales*. 

While ; television's . hunger 
for movies may- allow some 
of-.the 1 films to be shown— 
something that would not be 
considered even a few years 
agof — television executives 
are- concerned. 

"The television industry 
also has • at least two Big 
Brothers constantly watching 
it," the article says . "One- 
is the advertiser. Few 'ad 
men are eager to associate 
their products with a movie' 
that is controversial. . The 
other 'brother' is the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
which "keeps a critical eye on 
vvhal one of its former- chair-, 
men. termed TV's 'vast waste- 
land 1 .": 

Film. makers who- promote 
the- sex themes of their mov- 
ies may find it especially 
difficult to sell, the films lat- 
er to television. A TV ex- 
ecutive noted that "La. Dolce 
Vita" might have been on 
television several years ago 
but the producers "Sold the 
movie" as an .orgy. They 
made their money by exploit- 
ing it. as a sensational motion 
picture: We. know it's not 
sensational but -the public 
doesn't" . 

. There are indications' that 
special versions of films too 
hot for television may be pre- 
pared to overcome these ob- 
jections. But two prominent 
film producers, Sidney Lumet

Loon Lake summer colony 
is a mass of ruins today with 
one .dead and two others 
seriously injured as a result 
of a storm which swept its 
way. across Lake County Mon- 
day afternoon. . '. 

Coming in from the south- 
west, the tornado caught first 
the Borst Store at Loon Lake 
Corners and swung- around 
the side of the lake to the 
northeast, picking up build- 
ings as though, they were 
'. toys and leaving destruction 
in its_wake. , 

.The cottage of Mr. and 
; — Mrs. Ralph Hen kcl was pick- 
ed up and thrown dow n at a 
distance of 150 feet, from the 
■ foundation with such force 
that it, was dashed to pieces. 
Mr. and Mrs. .Henkel were. 



both. in. the. house when the 
storm broke. ?They were 
rushed to the hospital at 
Waukegan where Mr. Henkel 

died on .Tuesday evening. 
The more seriously injured 
of the two, .he had a piece 
of board driven into his 
chest by the .impact of the 
falling house and sustained 
several broken ribs besides 
other Injuries. One of the 
broken ribs pierced a lung, 
and from .the first no hopes 
.were held for -his recovery. 
Mrs. Henkel,* although suf- 
fering, from several broken 
ribs' and bruised and shaken 
: by_'the impact of^the storm, 
is thought to have escaped 
without fatal injuries. That 
she escaped at all is miracu-

COT SAVES LIFE 

OF WOMAN 

Mr. and Mrs. Henkel had 
gone upstairs on the ap- 
proach of the^storm to close 
the windows, and so quickly 
did the storm come up that 
they were caught part way 
down the stairs- in" the stair- 
way when the force of the 
tornado hit the house. Mrs. 
Hinkel was saved - from im- 
mediate death : by an ,■ over- 
turned cot, which fell .over 
tier- body and protected her 
from the. heavy timbers of 
the house. Mr.. Henkel was 
caught between, two of the 
timbers and pinned beneath 
a mass of debris. 

-Walter Dibble who lives 
nearby - discovered their 
plight and went to their res- 
cue. Mr. Dibble had been 
attempting to reach his own 
home when the storm broke 
and was forced to seek shel- 
ter until the storm abated. 
In passing the debris when 
the Henkel cottage had col- 
lapsed, lie heard their moans, 
and he and his wife, who 
had come out of the cottage 
in search of her husband af- 
ter the storm, succeeded in 
getting them free from the 
wreckage and helped them 
into the Dibble cottage.

Stores, homes, . garages, 
barns, trees and all. manner 
of small -„ buildings were 
swept .into the vortex of the 
tornado, which, rising out of 
the southwest swept^loWn 
upon the Loon Lake' region 
at about four o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon arid, in the 
few- moments before its fury 
was. spent', caused damage in 
excess of $200,000. At the A. 
Borse store, a substantial 
cement block structure, the 
roof was. torn" off by the 
storm and the cement blocks 
dislodged and hurled with 
terrific force through the 
ceiling and the roof of the 
annex. The occupants of 
the store escaped by going 
into the basement. Furni- 
ture, dishes, and supplies 
were ruined by the . falling 
blocks and the deluge of 
rain that accompanied the 
storm. The Borse loss is es- 
timated between seven and 
ten thousand dollars. 

Across the corner from 
the Borse store the frame 
building occupied by the Cer- 
mak store got off with slight 
damage, the chimney 'having 
been blown down and the 
roof slightly damaged. Here 
a garage in the rear was 
takeh away -completely and 
the cars within were left. 
One, a Ford sedan, was back- 
ed out of the garage by the 
whim of the storm;; while- the 
other was left standing as 
though nothing had hap- 
pened.- .■•..-.

by were both blown away, 
together with' a newly com- 
pleted summer cottage be- 
longing to Fred Wolf, and 
two barns and a garage on, 
the John Wolf, Sr. place. 
The" -Wolf ice house was 
blown, down, and the ice. left 
standing with" the sides of 
the building scattered in the 
field around it. 

Besides "the Henkel cot- 
tage, about 40 other cottages 
around the lake were either 
totally_demolished or badly 
damaged. Loss in money is 
almost impossible to estimate 
and probably will be in the 
neighborhood of $200,000 as 
many of the cottages des- 
troyed were valued from 
$10,000 to $15,000, and none 
of the cottages on the south 
side of the lake escaped 
Without damage. Among the 
cottages destroyed or badly 
wrecked were those of C. H. 
Kcssler and Charles Nelson, 
and the Klugemeister Dlesk, 
and Taylor cottages, all be- 
longing to. Chicago people. 

On the .farm owned by 
Morley and Webb and 'occu- 
pied by- thc-Sam-Glassman 
family the- two big barns, 
valued in the neighborhood 
of $15,000, were totally des- 
troyed along with all of the 
smaller buildings. Several 
head of horses were', in .one 
of the barns -but Classman 
arid his sons were able to dig 
them out of the debris after 
the twister passed. 

DAMAGE DONE 
ELSEWHERE 
Much damage has been re- 



ported from ■ the region be- 
tween Lake Villa and Grays- 
lake. A large barn belong- 
ing to Everett Fish .was 
razed to the ground and Mr. 
Fish, who was in the barn 
when the storm broke, saved 
his life by rushing outside, 
where he clung to a post 
while the sections of his barn 
were whirled over his head 
as the storm rose. The barn 
on the Wilton farm opposite 
also, was carried away. Rus- 
sell, Libertyville, Deep, Lake 
and Gages Lake, all reported, 
barns lost, houses unroofed, 
chimneys - knocked off and 
windows blown out in scat- 
tered spots in their region. 
The Bristol community was 
hard hit. Silos, barns, sheds, 
trees, were blown over. 
Telephone and electric light 



systems were' put out of 
commission. No serious, in- 
juries were reported from 
the community.' 

E. H. LEHMANN ' 

ESTATE HAS LOSS 

The . Ernest Lehmann es- 
tate at Sand Lake suffered 
heavy losses, aggregating be- 
tween $25,000 and $35,000. 
Six garages, a number of 
smaller buildings, and "the 
large greenhouses . were des- 
troyed. Workmen rushed 
into the main section of the 
greenhouse for protection 
and saved themselves from 
serious injury by clinging to 
the heavy- radiator pipes in 
the end farthest from the 
storm. . One laborer, Tom 
Miller, was slightly injured. 

The four hot house sections 
of the greenhouse, each val- 



ued ^at $3,000 to $4,000, and 
the heating plant were com* - 
pletely destroyed, . and the 
main building badly wreck- 
ed. In the first section were 
many specimens of rare and ,-; 
exotic plants; only- a few oil: 
which were saved. 
. At Round Lake the chil- 
dren were just ready to leave 
the' school house when the 
cloudburst, which preceded 
the storm at that place broke. 
Teachers detained the chil- 
dren*' and, when "the wind 
struck and the building be- 
gan to sway, took refuge 
with the little folks in the ' 
basement There tfaey wait- 
ed till he tornado passed-, 
terrified by>4flB?<souiid of 
crashing /timbers abovevas 
the roof /of the building went 
off.

When he reach- 
ed there this mo rning the 
safe was a wreck~and~the 
presence of small soap cups 
on the floor showed how the 
robbers had used nitrogly- 
cerine in blowing the door. 
Besides the money, the rob- 
bers took away a number of 
checks which will be of no 
use to'them.

"Moneyed 
individuals are in no danger 
of starving and if they would 
ignore the depression there 
would be no such thing. The 
tie-up has destroyed the buy- 
ing power of the masses, 
which in the end will serious- 
ly affect profits of capitalists 
who are needlessly delaying 
the return of prosperity. In- 
equitable taxation also is 
proving a 1 handicap, to the 
small property owner, while 
billions in hidden assets es- 
cape paying a share to the 
support of the government 
which protects all kinds of 
legitimate business. 

"The cure for, depression? 
Time, just time," declares J. 
B. Dickson, Antioch business 
man, formerly a representa- 
tive in' the . North Dakota 
legislature; "The country 
suffered the same kind of a 
slump in -18D3. Prosperity 
came back with the return of 
buying power to the people. 
This occurred when surpluses 
in the hands of capitalists 
were depleted," Mr. Dickson 
said. 

Now, don't, you sense a tre- 
mendous relief to know that j 
somebody is at least trying to 
shove Old Man / Depression 



off the- boards? By the way, 
let it be explained ' that the 
reason all of the local, busi- 
ness men did not come in oil 
this is not due, to any par- 
tiality but to the fact that 
they, did not care to voice 
their opinions or managed to 
keep" out of reach of the in- 
terviewer.

Antioch is justly proud of 
its Resjcup Squad. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad 
was the first of its kind in 
the state, and later on the 
men who made tip that first 
squad helped other' Rescue 
Squads in the area in organ- 
izing. .. ^ y; 

•it may be a frantic call 
for first aid. at an automo- 
bile accident, or a cry for 
help from victims of a cap- 
sized boat. . It may be the 
excited plea for an inhalator 
to revive a heart- attack case, 
or a request for help at a 
fire, an, electrical accident, 
poisoning, or gas suffoca- 
tion." 

"But whatever it is and 
wherever it is, the Antioch 
Rescue Squad is. ready, ever 
willing and efficiently able 
to respond. 

So read the Chicago Sun- 
day Tribune of September 12, 
4943. The squad had only 
been organized for three 
years when Eileen Burke of 
the Tribune wrote her fea- 
ture story on the Antioch 
Rescue Squad." The squad 
had - answered 279 calls at 
that date. 

The launching of the squad 
was faced with many prob- 
lems. No one could question 
the need for such an organi- 
zation in the Chain O' Lakes 
region, but how would it be 
financed?' Equipment was 
needed and men, who would 
work \vithout pay, would 
have to be recruited and 
trained. 

Credit for the idea and the 
original hard work out of 
which grew Antioch's volun- 
teer rescue squad goes to 
Captain Herman Holbek and 
two ' other charter members 
of the group, Herman Ros- 
ing and Laurel Powles. These 
.men had been members/of 
the Antioch fire department* 
and had become interested 
in the need for^a rescue 
squad. 

They made trips to Ken- 
sha, , Wisconsin, to study 
special first aid courses, and. 
after a number of trips, 
were able to start off on their 
own. 

After selecting and train- 
ing the '"right kind", of vol- 
unteers, a truck and equip- 
ment had to be secured. .The 
slogan became, "Never mind, 
we'll get it," andLthey did, 
through benefit 1 dances, aid 
drives in the community, and 
in many instances, "chipping 
in," the group finally gath- 
ered enough to purchase the 
heeded truck. - ~ •- — -f 
' Piece by piece the squad 
gradually- acquired its_Other 
peeds which ranged from 
stomach pump ^ to a fully 
equipped physician's ; kit ~ 
And so the rescue squad 
was on its -way. The-work 
was hard and the hours were 
long. :Thc squad members, 
even though all had family 
responsibility and everyday 
jebs, were, in 1943, and arc 
now, ready to . give aid. 
"There is never an hour any 
time," Captain Holbek ex- 
plained, "when some mem- 
bers of the squad. are not on 
special watch for calls." 
^The squad of 1943 had 11 
active members and 10 mem- 
bers in reserve. ' Major 



Powles, Jim JMcMillen, Henry 
Quedenfeld, George W. Bart- 
Ictt. Jr., and Howard Strang 
in 1943 had been called to 
military service, Active 
members were Capt. Holbek, 
Herman Rosing; Walter Scott, 
and Lloyd Murrie.

"But what do you get out 
of it?". .was aiid is now a 
common inquiry.

• >Dr. Evans did not give the 



impression that he believed.) 
the tuberculin tqst unreli-' 
able, but simply at: this time 
legislation compelling its use 
in Illinois was not only. un- 
wise, but would surely fail to 
accomplish the results in- 
tended. . 

Pasteurization or milk, in 
Dr. Evans' estimation, is the 
solution of . the dairy prob- 
lems in this state .in so far as 
milk, and other dairy prod- 
ucts may transmit tubercu- 
losis to hunian beings. . '* 

Dr. Evans bases his con- 
tention in. favor of the pas- 
teurization of milk upon the 
fact that it is easier to con- 
trol conditions in the com- 
paratively small number .of 
establishments . operated by 
dealers anct milk, distributors 
than ! will be possible upon 

farms.

One advantage in favor of 
pasteurization; according to 
Dr. Evans, is that the bottling 
plants a v re readily "accessible, 
while the farmers are so de- 
centralized that adequate in- 
spection is not . entirely pos- 
sible.^ 

Dr. Evans maintains that 



milk properly pasteurized 
will destroy 99 per. cent, of 
the disease germs, but added 
that, pasteurization would not 



prevent milk from being a 
carrier of contagious diseases 
such as scarlet fever; typhoid 
fever and diphtheria.

Waukegan Hospital Tuesday 
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Thursday, May 12, 1927 

~ Loon Lake summer colony 
is Et, mass of ruins today with 
one dead and two others 
seriously injured as a result 
of a storm which swept its 
way across Lake County Mon- 
day afternoon; 

Coming in from the south- 
west, the tornado caught first 
the Borst Store at Loon Lake 
Corners and swung around 
the side of the lake to the 
northeast, picking up build* 
ings as though they were 
toys and leaving destruction 
in its wake. 

The cottage of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph Henkel was pick- 
ed up and thrown down at a 
distance of 150 feet from the 
foundation "with such force 
that it was dashed to pieces. 
Mr. and Mrs. Henkel were 



both in the house when the 
storm broke. They were 
rushed to the; hospital at 
Waukegan where Mr. Henkel 
died on Tuesday .'evening. 
The more seriously ' injured 
of the "twb7~he~haa~a piece 
of board driven .into his 
chest by the impact of. the 
falling house and sustained 
several broken ribs besides 
other injuries. One of. the 
broken ribs pierced a lung, 
and from the first no hopes 
were held for his recovery. 
Mrs. Henkel, although suf- 
fering from several broken 
ribs and bruised and shaken 
by the impact of the storm, 
is thought to have escaped 
without fatal injuries. That 
she escaped at all is miracu- 
lous, as the cottage in which 
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they were injured is so badly 
shattered that the. parts of 
the building and even the 
furniture and furnishings are 
indistinguishable;—^-"^:'^ 

COT SAVES LIFE '„■ 

OF WOMAN ^ 

Mr. and Mrs. Henkel had 
gone upstairs on the ap- 
proach of t he storm to close 
the windows, and -so quickly 
did the storm come up that 
they* were ! .caught part way 
down the stairs in the stair- 
way when the force jpf. the 
tornado hit the house. Mrs. 
Hirikel: was* saved from "im- 
mediate death by an over- 
turned- cot, which fell over 
her body arid protected her 
from the heavy timbers of 
the house. Mr. Henkel was 
caught between two of the 
timbers and pinned beneath 
a mass of debris. 

Walter Dibble who lives 
nearby, discovered their 
plight and went to their-res- 
cue. - Mr. Dibble had been 
attempting -to reach his own 
home when the storm broke 
and was forced to seek shel- 
ter until the storm abated. 
In passing the debris when 
the Henkel cottage had col- 
lapsed, he heard their moans, 
and he and his wife, who 
had come out of the cottage 
in search of her husband af- 
ter the storm, succeeded in 
getting them free from the 
wreckage and helped them 
into the Dibble cottage. As 
all - telephone communica- 
tions were severed Mr. Dib- 
ble went at once to Wauke- 
gan and returned, with the 
ambulancce. . 

.Among the injured was 
M yron Olcott, who was taken 
to Victory Memorial Hospi-. 
tal Monday afternoon suffer- 
ing from a fractured limb 
and other injuries sustained 
when the. barn in. which he 
was working collapsed; 
Heavy timbers, stunned Mr. 
Olcott and he was in a ser- 
ious condition for a few hours 
following the accident. 
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FIFTY HOMES WRECKED 
AS TORNADO SWEEPS 
OVER SUMMER COLONY 

$200,000 Loon Lake Loss Brings 
County Total to Half Million 

Thursday, May 12, 192/ 

Stores, .homes, garages, 
barns, trees and all manner 
of small buildings, were 
swept into the -vortex of. the 
tornado, which, rising out of 
the southwest swept down 
upon the Loon Lake region 
at about four o'clock. Mon- 
day -afternoon.- and,, in the 
few moments before its fury 
was spent, caused damage in 
excess of $200,000. At the A. 
Borse sjtore, . a substantial 
cement block structure, the 
roof was- torn off ( by the 
storm and the cement blocks 
dislodged and hurled with 
terrific force through the 
ceiling and* the roof of the 
annex. The occupants ' o£ 
the store escaped by going 
into the basement. Furni- 
ture, dishes, and supplies 
were ruined by the falling 

blocks and the deluge of 

rain that accompanied - the 

storm. The Borse loss is es- 
timated between seven and 

ten thousand dollars. 
Across the corner from 

the Borse store the frame 

building occupied by the Cer- 

mak store got off with slight 

damage, the chimney having 

been blown down and the 

roof slightly damaged. Here 

a garage, in the rear was 

taken*-away-completely— and 

the cars within were left. 

One, a Ford sedan, was back- 
ed out of the garage by the 

whim of the storm, while the 

other- was left standing as 

though nothing had ' hap- 
pened. 

. The Soo Line shelter sta- 
tion "and the oil station near- 




by were both blown away, 
together with a newly com- 
pleted summer cottage be- 
longing to Fred Wolf, and 
two "barns arid a- garage* on 
the John Wolf, Sr. place. 
The Wolf ice ■ house was 
blown down, and the ice left 
standing with the sides of 
the building scattered in the 
field around it. 

Besides the Henkel cot- 
tage, about 40 other cottages 
around the lake were either 
totally demolished or badly 
damaged. Loss in money is 
almost impossible to estimate 
and probably will be in the 
neighborhood of $200,000 as, 
many of the cottages des- 
troyed were valued from 
$10,000 to- $15,000, and none 
of the cottages on the south 
side of the 'lake escaped 
without damage. Among the 
cottages destroyed or badly 
wrecked were thOse of C. H. 
Kessler and Charles Nelson, 
and the Klugemeister Dlesk, 
and Taylor cottages, .all be- 
longing to Chicago people. 

On the farm owned by 
Morley and Webb and occu- 
pied by the Sam Glassman 
family the two big . barn?;, 
valued in. the neighborhood 
of $15,000, were totally, des- 
troyed along with all of the 
smaller - buildingsrr—Several 
head o£ horses were in one 
of the barns but Glassman 
and his sons were able to dig 
them' out of the debris after 
the twister passed. 

DAMAGE DONE * 
ELSEWHERE : ' - 

Much damage has been re- 



ported from the region be- 
tween Lake Villa and Grays- 
lake. ' A large barn belong- 
ing to Everett Fish was 
razed to the ground and- Mr. 
Fish, who was in the barn 
when the storm broke, saved 
his life by rushing outside, 
where he clung to a post 
while the sections of his bam 
■were; whirled over his head 
as the storm rose. The barn 
on the Wilton farm opposite 
also was carried away. >RuSr 
sell, Libertyyille, Deep Lake 
and Gages Lake, all reported 
barns lost, houses unroofed, 
chimneys knocked off and 
windows blown . out in scat- 
tered spots in their region. 
.The Bristol community was 
hard hit. . Silos, barns, sheds, 
trees, .were blown over.

ESTATE HAS LOSS 

~ TfacErnest - Lehmann es- 
tate at Sand Lake suffered 
heavy losses, aggregating be- 
tween $25,000- and *$35,000. 
Six garages,, a number of 
smaller buildings, and' the 
large greenhouses were des- 
troyed:'^: Workmen rushed 
into the main section of the 
greenhouse for protection 
and saved themselves from 
serious injury by- clinging to 
the heavy radiator pipes in 
the end farthest from the 
storm. . One laborer, Tom 
Miller, was slightly injured. 
. The four hot house sections 
of the greenhouse, each val- 



ued at $3,000 to $4,000/ and~ 
the heating plant were com- 
pletely destroyed, and the 
main building badly wreck-, 
ed. In the first section were 
many specimens of rare and 
exotic plants* only a few. of 
which were saved. 

At Bound Lake the chil- 
dren were just ready to leave 
the school house when the 
cloudburst, which preceded 
the storm at that place broke. 
Teachers .' detained the chil-' 
dren arid,, when the' wind 
struck and the building be- 
gan to fiway, took refuge 
with the' little folks in the 
basement.

Estate of William Barnstable

The jury which heard the 
case of the estate of W; C.

■buying power to the people. 
This occurred when surpluses 
in the hands of capitalists 
were depleted," Mr. Dickson 
said.

The Sibley building where 
the fire originated was a two 
story frame structure, cov- 
ered with sheet iron, the low-

The Webb 
building to the North and the 
building owned by the Misses 
Hattie and Anna Ames was a 
party building two stories 
high, the lower ..room and 
basement of the Webb build- 
ing being occupied by Webb 
St Boylan as a clothing, -hard- 
ware- and grocery store, the 
upper floor being occupied 
by the Woodmen, Royal 
Neighbors and Court of Hon- 
or as a lodge room. The low- 
er floor and basement of the 
Ames' building was occupied 
by" Thayer & Vickers with a 
stock of general merchandise, 
the rear portion of- the upper 
floor being occupied by C. A. 
Beswick as a photograph gal- 
lery. This building was also 
a frame structure covered 
with sheet iron and to this' 
fact in a great measure, and 
the untiring- work of the fire 
department and citizens, all 
of whom worked like beav- 
ers, the building owned by 
L B, Grice, immediately 
North, was saved and the fire, 
checked, in that direction. 

South of the Sibley build- 
ing - the vacant blacksmith 
shop and residence of N. 
Peterson 1 stood, which were 
soon wiped out, and here the 
fire was again checked after 
it had partially destroyed the 
blacksmith ]ffho'p J of Aueus 
Peterson, Fortunately, at the 
time only a light breeze was 
blowing and to this fact, in a 
great measure, the safety of 
the entire town depended. 

The fire is supposed to 
have had its origin, from the 
explosion of a hard coal stove 
in Hannenian's barber shop, 
as the first intimation of it 
arose from Dr. Worringer, 
who was sleeping ill his of- 
fice across the street, being 
awakened by an explosion of 
some' kind and thus alarming 
the sleeping citizens. The 
theory of an explosion is 
bourn out by the fact that 
pieces of the stove were scat- 
tered in all directions among 



the debris, while other stoves 
in .tli esamc and adjoining 
buildings, collapsed in a pile 
among the ruins. 

The estimated property 
loss will aggregate between 
$35,000 and $40,000, the loss- 
es being about as follows: 

Webb & Boylan, stock and 
fixtures, $10,000; Thayer & 
Vickers, stock and fixtures, 
$9,000; Crrr Beswick, $1,200; 
Wrri. Hanneman, $1,000; Hen- 
ry Herman, $3,000j Chas. Sib- 
ley, on building, $3,000; N. 
Peterson, on buildings," $1,- 
500; neus Peterson, damage 
on building, $200; Woodmen, 
Royal Neighbors and Court of 
Honor, on lodge furnishings 
and fixtures, $1,000. In addk 
tion to this the plate glass 
front of Williams Bros, store 
and t h a t in t h c Emnrans 
building across the street, 
were badly broken. 

Considerable of the stock 
Of Webb & Boylan and that of 
Thayer & Vickers was saved, 
while that i)f all the others 
iii the buildings destroyed 



was entirely lost. 

Owing to an exceeding high 
rate of insurance, none' of the 
property was insured for 
over one-.half its value, while 
most of it had less, than one-. 
third insurance an dconsider- 
able. of it had none at all. 

Among the amounts car- 
ied in insurance by the dif- 
ferent parties as we have 
learned are as follows: Ames 
building, $1,000; Webb build- 
ing, $1,500; Sibley 'building, 
$1,000; Peterson, building, 
none; Henry Herman, on 
stock, none; C. • A. Beswick, 
$400; Royal Neighbors, $75; 
Woodmen and Court Of Hon- 
or, none Webb & Boylan, on 
stock, $4,000; Thayer & Vick- 
ers, on stock, $6,000; Wm. 
Hanneman, on shop fixtures, 
none. In addition to the build- 
ings above enumerated, the 
sheds and barns back of the 
Webb and Ames building and 
"those back of the Sibley 
building, also the barn on 
the Peterson lot were, com- 
pletely wiped out with their 
contents of hay and grain.

Antioch is justly proud of 
its Rescue Squad; 

The Antioch Rescue Squad 
was the first of its kind in 
the state, and later on the 
men who made up that first 
squad helped other Rescue 
Squads in the. area in organ- 
izing. 

'It may be a frantic: call 
for first aid at an autoino- 
b.ile accident, or a, cry for 
help from victims of a cap- 
sized boat.. It may be the 
excited plea for an inhalator 
to revive -a heart attack case, 
or a request for help at a 
fire, an electrical accident, 
poisoning,- or gas suffoca- 
tion:" .. ■ > ■'• 

"But whatever it is and 
wherever it is,, the Antioch 
Rescue Squad is ready, ever 
willing and efficiently able 
to respond. 

So read the Chicago Sun- 
day Tribune of September 12, 
1943. The squad had only 
been ' organized for three 
years when Eileen Burke of 
the Tribune wrote her fea- 
ture story on the Antioch 
Rescue Squad. The. squad 
had answered 279 calls at 
that date. • 

The launching of the squad 
was faced -with many prob- 
lems. No one could question 
the need for such an organi- 
zation in the Chain O' Lakes 
region, but how would it be 
financed? Equipment was 
needed and men, who would 
work without pay, would 
have to be recruited and 
trained.'. 

Credit for the idea and the. 
original hard work out of 
Which - grew :Antioch's volun- 
teer fescue squad goes to 
Captain Herman Holbek and 
two other charter members 
of the. groupi Herman Rps- 
ing and Laurel Powles. These 
men had been members of 
the Antioch fire department, 
and had become interested 
in the need for a rescue 
squad. 

; They made trips to Ken- 
sha, Wisconsin, to 'study 
-special-first-aidcourses.-and 
after a number of .trips, 
were able to start off on their 
own. 

After selecting and train- 
ing the '"right kind" of vol- 
unteers, a truck and equip- 
ment had to be secured. The 
slogan became, "Never mind, 
we'll get it," and they did, 
through benefit dances, aid 
drives in the community, and 
in many instances, "chipping 
in," the group finally gath- 
ered enough to purchase the 
needed truck. 

Piece by pieqe the r squad 
gradually acquired its' other 
needs "Which ranged^ from 
stomach pump to a fully 
equipped ■ physician's kit. . 

And so the rescue squad 
was on its way* \ The work 
was hard and the hours were 
long. The squad members, 
even though all had .family 
responsibility and everyday 
jebs, were, in 1943, and arc 
now, ready to give' aid. 
"There is. never an hour any 
time;" Captain Holbek ex- 
plained, "when, some mem : 
bers of the squab! are '""not "on 
special watch for calls;" • 

The squad of 1943 had 11 
actiye. members and 10 mem- 
bets in J~ reserve. Major 



Powles; Jim McMillen, Henry 
Quedenfeld, George W. Bart- 
lett, Jr., and. Howard Strang 
in 1943 had been called to 
military, service. Active 
members were Capt.. Holbek, 
Herman Rosing, Walter Scott, 
and Lloyd Murrie. Others in* 
eluded Einar Petersen, Fred 
Yates, Charles Larson; Henry 
Reiitner, Bill Banedl, Morris 
Pickus and R. F. Allner. 

VBut whaj. do you get out 
of it?" was and is now a 
common inquiry.

Hub of Lake Country 
Antioch advertises itself as 
the hub of the lake region 
of. northern Illinois. Just 
what that means is this: 

To the west is the chain of 
lakes comprising Channel, 
Catherine, Marie, Bluff,. Pe- 
4ite, Grass, Fox and Pistakee 
through which runs the Fox 
River, and along which one 
may motor-boat from the Wis- 
consin line for fifty miles. 

To the northwest and the 
south are many other beau- 
tifut lakes, chief among them 
bel ng-Loon Lake. AU-these 
lakes are spring fed and 
abound in fish.

minutes. 

It is to cost $100,000 and 
will be devoted to dancing, 
bowling and billiards, with a 
restaurant and lunch .room. 
It is to be housed in a brick 
building with a floor sgace 
^otvl25xl90. It wiU a'ceomo- 
date altogether - 2,500 per- 
sons. Six hundred couples 
.can dance at one time. Antic- 
ipating the vast volume it 
will draw, Richard Macek, the 
owner,- plans to have six 
acres of -parking space. 

It will be completed next 
April 23. Mr. Macek will have 
one of the highest class or- 
chestras and , the appoint- 
ments and decorations will 
rank with those of any; ball- 
room in Chicago: 

'The best indication' of An- 
tioch's growth is obtained 
from an article appearing in 
Homer B. Gaston's excellent 
paper, th e Antioch News. 
For 1926 "nearly three-quarr 
ters of a million dollars was 
spent in building in Antioch 
and the Lakes Region. It was 
the greatest year in the his- 
tory of the locality. 
.-_ $79,200 In Homes 
" The' article, in part, reads: 
"The largest single invest- 
ment was ' the new addition 
and remodeling. of the Anti- 
och High School at a cost of 
$90,000 and the new building 
of the First National Bank 
and the State Bank, of Anti- 
och. 

.."Thirteen new "residences 
have been erected in Anti- 
och during the year, repre- 
senting an investment of ap- 
proximately $60,000, Many 
remodeling jobs swelled the 
total for private homes to 
$79,200:" .. -^ 

This spring, I learned, An- 
tioch will have a resplendent 
White Way; new ornamental 
lights having- been contracted 
for along the lengths of its 
busy Main st. Lake st., an- 
other important thorough- 
fare, is to be paved. 

Mr. Abt gave me the result 
of a check 'of motor traffic 
through Antioch, taken last 
year before Decoration Day, 
when the volume of travel 
had not reached its peak, but 
was nounal. The check, made 
on Route 21 at three differ- 
ent points, from .6 o'clock on 
a Saturday morning until 6 
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of a Monday morning. Thirty- 
one thousand, six hundred 
and thirty-seven' automobiles 
were counted during the 
forty-eight hours. '. *\ 

All Lines Represented 
. Which explains why An- 
tioch Filling stations do so 
thriving a business: The city 
has a .Shell station,- with a 
large warehouse, owned by 
local; two Standard Oil sta- 
tions; one Texaco and one 
Sinclair, with three garages. 
The Antioch Sales and Serv- 
ice Garage, by the way, is 
the largest in the county, the 
building costing $125,000. 

Within a radius of 100 
miles of Antioch there live 
more than 8,000,000 people 
and it is easy to understand 
why in the Summer, Antioch

them come from Chicago, but :

• "Antioch, 1 ' proclaims the 
Business . Club, "offers you 
every attraction that can be 
secured to make your vaca- 
tion a real ..pleasure."'

The fire that 
warmed his hearth and 
cooked his ', food could turn 
in one unguarded moment 
into a raging foe that des- 
troyed that home- and took 
the lives of his loved ones.

now mounted on a, platform 
near Hie Fire Station. .. L. M. 
Haynes, A. G. Watgqn and 
Frank Drom, are the names 
of those early board mem- 
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most helpless against this 
friend-turned. foe.. Thp farm- 
er, once a fire had gone be- 
yond the stage where a buck- 
et of water could douse it, 
had to be content with sal- 
vaging .livestock and equip- 
ment- from his barn.' He had 
no way of even calling on his 
neighbors for help until the 
warning' sign , of smoke and 
flame in the sky brought 
them to his aid. 

In small villages, "bucket 
brigades" sprang into being 

; to fight the spread of flames 
■that could consume a whole 

"community. ■ 

This was the haphazard 
start of the Antioch Fire De- 
partment. In 1900, most of 
the homes and business 
places were built of wood. 
.Here and there a brick or 
stone ;building*-,or one with 
a side;Sheeting of tin, . pro- 
vided resistance if a fire 
started in nearby buildings. 
When Hie cry of "Fire" was 
hoard, men grabbed buckets 
and ran to join the line form- 
ing between the nearest well 
or cistern and' burning build- 
ing. ' v ■. - ' 



The buckets were passed 
from hand to hand and the 
water tossed on the .flames. 
Usually the burning building 
was a lost cause, and the men 
concentrated ■ on "wetting 
down" surrounding buildings 
to try to- halt the spread of 
the flames. Without the aid 
of an efficient telephone 
service and motorized equip- 
ment, there was little more 
TJeople~eould _ do. — iffjj^nfj — 

Antioch's fire equipment 
consisted of a Fire-bell, set 
atop a windmill .tower be- 
hind Williams' Department 
Store. In a shed nearby- was 
a hand pump and hose reel 
and hose on two" wheels, and 
several b u c k e t s. Men pro- 
vided the power to pull this 
piece of equipment .to fires. 
Once the re, "the hose was 
dropped in a well or cistern 
(if there was one) and four 
to six men would start pump- 
ing, forcing water out of the 
hose to spray on the fire. 

This was called "drafting 
water." When one crew tired 
of .pumping, another took 
over. Not enough pressure 
could be raised to effectively 
fight the flames, and usually, 
once the fire gained a start, 
the building burned down. . 

For many -years Henry G. 
Billett was the Village Fire 
Marshal. The rest of the fire 
department c o n s i s.te.d of 
every able bodied man in the 
community who was on hand.

The disastrous fires, in 
1903 and: 1904, roused the 
public to take action to see 
what could be done to fight 
the menace. 

The 1903 fire demolished 
the business section on the 
cast side of Main St., north 
of the Herman saloon. Siding 
of the^ Herman building was 
of tin" and. the fire stopped 
there. ■ " J 

In 1904, the buildings 
south of the Herman saloon 
burned. Now the : people .', in 
Antioch started to seriously 
consider-steps-torinstall-firc- 
protection. 

By 1907, Antioch was in- 
stalling water mains, drilling 
a well and building a tank 
type water 1 tower, with hy* 
drants installed in the busi- 
ness section, and parts of the 
residential section. . : , 

Finally,, in the spring of 
1913, a group of men gath- 
ered to organize a Fire De- 
partment. Twenty-eight men 
were at ^f hat meeting, and 
signed the minute books as 
charter members: 

Henry G. Billett. William 
Belter, A. V. Chinn, Wm. J. 
Christian, George Conrade, 
William H. Davis, Benjamin 
Drury, William .Dupre, Ralph 
Fields, Joseph Filwebef, Har- 
old Filweber, George Gar- 
land, Ed..

That first meeting was held 
in the C. A. Powles building 
on Lake St., where the State 
Bank was then located. The 
place is now occupied by the 
One-Hour Martjnizing. Henry 

G. Billett was reportedly the 
moving spirit in .those early 
days of the Antioch Fire De- 
partment. 

Later the fire department 
moved its headquarters to 
the J. J. Morley building on 
Main St., where. Ken's Outlet 
Store is located. The fire bell 
had been moved from its lo- 
cation behind Williams' Store 
to the headquarters on Lake 
St. Now it was moved to the 
new headquarters on Main 
St. 

The firemen of those early 
days had to make do with 
what facilities they had, help- 
ed by air who could lend a 
hand. Farmers often hauled 
in milk cans full of water to 
he lp when there was a fire 
the tanks used- by threshing 
machines were often filled 
with water to provide a 
source of water for the fire- 
fighters. * 

One of the biggest fires in 
those days, says Earl Horton. 
who spent 12 years - in the 
department was when the 
James building burned. This 



was where the Masonic Tem- 
ple is now located. 

- William Voikman wad as- 
sistant marshal in the first 
years of^the department, R. 
Stanley Thompson was secret 
tary a n d . .Ernest Horton 
treasurer.. 

-By March 24, 1914 ( a set of 
by-laws was drawn up and ac- 
cepted. 

For the first two years, tho 
fire department worked 
hard to raise money for more 
equipment, in addition to 
fighting fires. Every money- 
making affair popular to the 
times was promoted — dances, 
picnics, band concerts, din- 
ners, ajl helped to put money 
into the treasury. The fire- 
men's dances were held in 
the-old-Opera-Houser-above 
the -present First National 
Bank.- Dinner was served 
downstairs. Shows were held, 
too, featuring . professional 
vaudeville and home talent. 
In January of 1915, fthe de- 
partment decided, to make 
some' changes in organiza- 
tion. J. B. Van Patten was 
elected president; Arthur 
Rosenfeldt, vice president; 
Edward S. Garrett, secretary 
and Ernest Horton, treasurer. 
By May of 1923, the first 
motorized fire truck was pur- 
chased and the new 'village 
hall was erected-. 

With the new truck, An- 
tioch was called on to answer 
fire calls from Lake Villa, 
III. and Salem, Trevor and 
Wilmol, Wis. Before long, 
the Antioch Fire. Department 
helped these towns to get 
their own fire departments 
organized. 

Being a resort region, An- 
tioch. often had the benefit 
of advice and news, of up-to- 
date methods from Chicago 
firemen out' on vacation. This 
probably helped to promote 
the progressive spirit of .the 
Antioch Fire Department, 

In October of 1929, thirty 
of Antioch's firemen were 
placed in full uniform. 

In November of 1931,. £ 
meeting was called at the An- 
tioch Fire , Department for 
the purpose of organizing a 
County group. ' Representa- 
tives wcfe ; present from Fo.^ 
Lake, Round Lake, Grayslakc 
and Lake Villa in addition to 
Antioch. Within a year the 
county was organized, with 




Teriffic Explosions At The 
Powder Mills at Pleasant Prairie 
Lay That Plant In Ruins 



From The Antioch News, 
Thursday, May 4, 1906:— . 

At about 3:15 Saturday 
morning the people of Anti- 
och, and those living as far 
south as Austin, Cook county, 
wer e suddenl y awakened 



from their slumbers by two 
terrific reports, which shook 
houses, rocked beds and rat- 
tled dishes, the cause being 
the explosion of the powder 
mills at Pleasant Prairie, 
Wis. The reports were loud 
and seemed to be in the very 
center of our village, many 
thought the bank was being 
robbed and grabbing fire- 
arms, ran into the street, 
while others were sure that 
it was an earthquake. 

.Eight hundred barrels of 
powder exploded, with the 
estimated loss oi $50,000. 

All of the North Shore 
towns were shaken and the 
shock was felt even at Mil- 
waukee. ...* 

The official of the com- 
pany could not give out any 
estimate as to the loss from 
the explosions but it is vari- 
ously estimated by employ- 
ees of the plant at from twen- 
ty to fifty thousand dollars. 
Fortunately no lives were 
lost in the explosion as only 
three men were- in the build- 
ing at- the time the exposion 
took place '■ and ' these, while 
stunned, escaped with slight 
injuries. . 

The land about the plant 
presents an awful scene of 
desolation, Nothing remains 
of the large buildings but 
three holes in the ground. 
The 'debris from these build- 
ings, little more than kind- 
ling wood, is scattered- for 
milesover the land about the 
powder mill property. Great 



destroyed buildings, wreck- 
ing the building and machin- 
ery. '* 

The, explosion came. with- 
out a warning, and. ho cause 
can be assigned for it .unless 
it-was-the-factihatsome-part- 
of the machinery became 
disabled. The plant had 
been working at full force 
on Friday, in order to get out 
several large orders and the 
glazing mill was filled with 
powder which was -.to have 
been kegged , for. * shipping 
Monday. Eight hundred keg3 
of blasting powder were in 
the glazing, mills. 

David Riseiing, the night 
man was in charge of the 
glazing of ' pow.der_but:.by 
some good fortune he had 
gone *to the engine room of 
the plant a few minutes be- 
fore the shock came. Rise- 
ling had just left the engine 
room to return to the glaz- 
ing mill when he heard the 
report. " 

In a " flash the great mill 
went up in the air and there 
was a rain of debris. Riseiing, 
who had been in an explo- 
sion a : few months -ago, 
crouched down on the ground 
and five seconds later the 
second explosion occurred in 
the press mill'. Henry Ga- 
ger, the engineer, and his 
fireman,,, James Gedsis, were 
at work in the engine room. 
They were thrown from, their 
feet into the center of the 
room and were later picked 
up stunned and bleeding, but 
not seriously injured. 

The force of the explosion 
cut out the electric lights 
in the plant. and the men 
groped about the building to 



rescue the men who bad 
been at work. Riseiing was 
one of the first to escape 
from the plant: and he hur- 
ried to shut the_gates to pre- 
vent people, irom entering; 
It was feared s tha1f^e\Other 
glazing mill would be struck 
by the flying debris and an- 
other explosion follow." 

In a short time several 
hundred people who had felt 
the shock hurried to -the 
plant, but there was nothing 
to be done as fire did not 
follow the. explosion. Great- 
est havoc was 1 done to. the 
homes in and about the vil- 
lage of Pleasant Prairie, and 
not a house escaped without 
some injury. The big win 
dows in the King and Tourte- 
lotte"storesrfell-with-o-era8h r 
and along the street's -people 
could be found sweeping out 
broken glass. , Hundreds of 
dollars will, not restore the 
damage done to the houses 
in Pleasant Prairie. 

In some cases the sleeping 
inmates of -the' houses. were 
thrown .from their beds while 
in some, houses plaster was 
broken off the walls. Hoops 
from the press mill were 
thrown into houses- in' the 
village of Pleasant Prairie, 
while' huge chunks of. iron 
which had been parts of valu 
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able machinery were hurled | men. 



three hundred yards from 
the buildings. 

The buildings destroyed 
irore-Tiotrof-great-valueH)tit— 
the machinery housed in 
them cost thousands of dol- 
lars. The glazing mill was 
eighty feet long and thirty 
feet in width and the press; 
jpill.was of the same dimen- 
sions. The corning mill was 
a small building, thirty by 
forty feet. 

The entire plant is .shut 
down as a result of the ex- 
plosion and over a hundred. 
men are out. of employment. 
The shocks from the explo- 
sion were felt-within a radius 
of thirty miles, people in Ra- 
cirieV— Kenos ha and Wau ke^; 
gan being awakenedHSy - IhO' 
explosion. It was thought at 
first that the shock was an 
earthquake. It is impossible 
at this time to tell the ex- 
tent of damage done to prop- 
erty in the neighborhood of.

The group 
held monthly meetings to ex- 
change information on im- 
proved methods of protect- 
ing the life and property of 
Lake County residents, from 
fire. 

During the summer of 
1933, Antioch assisted in get- 
ting the Lake Villa District 
organized. ., 

It was. about this time that 
the Rescue Squad unit of the 
Fire Department,, received 
permission to function as a 
separate unit. The Fire De- 
partment had always had a 
group of men who did Res- 
cue Squad work, mostly aid- 
ing drowning victims. With 
new equipment being con- 
stantly introduced that wid- 
ened the field of this work, 
some of the men went to the 
Kenosha Rescue Squad and 
studied ' up-lo-dale methods 
of -aiding the sick and injur- 
ed in emergencies. From this 
beginning sprang Antioch's 
present well-known Rescue 
Squad. " ' — — : — ^v- 

Throughout the years it 
was a continuous struggle for 
the Fire Department to raise 
money to finance improve- 
ments. In 1934, a Fire Pro- 
tcction District was set up, 
including the township out- 
side the village limits. 

All those outside the vil- 
lage now had the protection 
of the fire department; Fire 
calls outside the village were 
paid for by this district, al an 
hourly rate to each fireman. 
-The-village_paid_the.jirc_dc- 

partment for calls within l.fte 
village. This method is still 
in practice. The Fire Pro- 
tection District could now 
levy a tax to help support the 
department. 

When trustee Simons died, 
his place was taken by lrvinq 
Elms. Trustee White moved 
from Ui c district. Harold 
Minto took his place. On .Min- 
to's death, Russell Lasco be- 
came a trustee, Trustee Kim 
is the present secret ajry- 
treasurer, r 

A new Fire Station was 
built/ in 1948, with room' for 
all the apparatus and a meet- 
ing~1md recreation room in 
the-bascment^— -Er—. a 

Antioch had .seven Fire 
Chiefs in 50 years: H. Billett, 
W. Christian, L. R. Vaif Pat- 
ten, James Stearns, C. Vos, 
James' McMillen and Edgar 
SimonBen. Edgar Simonsen 
served continuously: from 
1949 to 1960 when he resign- 
ed from the department be- 
cause of health. 

Today, the fire department 
has seven pieces of equip* 



hurled hundreds of feet 
from the buildings in which 
they were located and buried 
in the earth to the depth of 
several feel. 'Sheet iron 
which had formed the siding 
of the building was thrown 
into the streets- of Pleasant 
Prairie, nearly half a mile 
away, while all the windows 
in the home of Jos. Crowe, 
a full Vh miles away from 
the. scene' of the explosion 
were broken. 

The property around the 
big plant resembles a great 
field of burnt timber with 
blackened timbers .sticking 
out of the ground like 
stumps. Railway tracks were 
torn up and the rails twist- 
ed like boughs of saplings.

■ worth of goods were in the 
hands of' Lake Forest police 
this morning. 'before: the rob- 
bery, was discovered. The 
two men who committed the 
robbery Were picked up for 
speeding at 4 a. m. this 
morning on the Waukegan- 
ChicagoTroad at Lake Forest 

. by plain clothes men. 

They offered no 'resistance 
to the officers who drove 

■ : up beside them in a Ford 
Sedan and," stopping, discovr 
ered that they had their car 
loaded with loot. Upon being 
questioned they readily, ad- 

■ milted that they had stolen 
it at. Anlioch. When '.they 
were taken- to the police sta- 
tion, they made an effort to 
escape, officers finally over:

Later, .when Sheriff Doolittle 
arrived, they attempted to 
steal his car and make a 
getaway. 

One of the men. gave his 
name as 'Faust and admitted 
that he had worked here for 
John Dupre three years ago. 
''His companion admitted hav- 
ing served a' three year term 
in the state prison in Missou- 
ri. B o t h admittted similar 
—thefts in. other _places, and 
the goods in their possession 
when they were arrested in- 
cluded- other articles than 
those stolen from' the Wil- 
liams Brothers store. 

■ Identify Stolen Goods. 
Lake Forest Police com- 
municated at once with Si- 
mon Simonsen, the village 
marshal, and L. Van Patten, 
Russell Barnstable and Miss 
Mabel Brogan went to Lake 
Forest and identified the sto- 
len goods.

AU Qf the 
ladies* si 1 k underwear was 
taken, as welb as all of. the 
silk scarfs and ties. In -silk 
stockings they used discrim- 
ination, taking only those 
valued at $1.00 a pair or bet- 
ter. These they took from the 
boxes and stacked the emp- 
ty boxes on the counter. 

That the work was done 
by members of an experi- 
enced gang of thieves is. evi- 
dent from the way in which 
they explored the place tak- 
ing whatever they wanted. . In' 
the grocery department, they 
helped themselves to a con- 
siderable number of cans of 
peas, corn, tomatoes and pos- 
sibly to other canned stuff 
in— smaller— amounts that 
could not be checked so read- 
ily.

A carton of cookies complet-

Shotgun, Cartridges Taken 
In - the hardware depart- 1 
ment the robbers found use 
for a shotgun and .cartridges 
as well as some drills. Wheth- 
er or not anything else had 
been taken it is impossible to 
discover at present. Here evi- 
dences of haste were present. 
Shotguns were left lying on 
chairs and the floor, and 
some blank cartridges, of the 
sort used to give a loud re- 
port for celebrations were 
discarded as useless. . 

Evidently the thieves could 
not resist the opportunity to 
equip themselves. A box of 
size 40 men's underwear, 
some size 16 collars, and 
~5ome-neckties-were~the-only 
things taken in the men's 
furnishing department. 

Entering the store room 
they dumped a sack each of 
cornmeal, popcorn and rice 
onto the floor in a -heap, ap- 
parently to get sacks' in 
which_to_put the. groceries 
they had taken.

The report of the explosion 
was heard quite a distance 
and neighbors. seeing the vol- 
ume of smoke issuing from 
the house rushed to place to 
find the family alive but m 
a somewhat dazed condition.' 

Mr. Garwood appeared; to 
be quite badly injured , and 
was immediately' removed to 
the home ' of Lincoln Giu>.

and two physicians, were \\as-

ination it was found that the 
shock had rendered him 
perfectly deaf, that .his face, 
neck and arms were -consid- 
erably cut and "bruised and 
his eyes were badly burned..

In the Antioch j News of 
Feb. 19; 1891, one week be- 
fore the day set to vote on 
the matter of incorporation, 
an Antioch resident who 
signed ■ his, letter- "Uncle 
Tom" .wrote a letter to the 
Editor, supporting incorpora- 
tion: . . i 
Mr. Editor: " '". 

Can you allow space for a 
few- facts worth, knowing be- 
fore election? . 

First, does incorporation 
effect the school law, school 
taxes; or the Trustees, Treas- 
urer, or Directors? No. . 

Do the boundary lines of a 
corporate village cither be- 
fore or after corporation 
have to be surveyed? No. 
Then 'how is the boundary 
line designated? It was des- 
ignated by Wilton's Plat and 
Petition presented with, thir- 
ty legal voters to the Coun- 
ty Judge; and accepted by the 
Judge,- and ordered recorded 
in the County Court of 'Lake 
County. ...... 

What will it cost the lax 
payers for Plat, Petition, Rec- 
ord and notices? Not ' one 
cent, and for this and other 
reasons, Uncle Tom cheerful? 
Jty asks every legal voter in- 
*side the. limits of corporation 
to go to the Polls and vote 
next Wednesday. 

If. we incorporate, will 
taxes be .higher or lower? 
The taxes will- be .lower..' I 
don't see how it * can make 
taxes any lower, and. at the 
same -time gravel streets and 
build sidewalks. It will be 
done in this way: The Stat- 
ute of the State of Illinois 
empowers the Trustees to tax 
saloons, card tables, billiards, 
bagatelle, . pigeon hole, pin 
alleys, hawkers,' peddlers, 
theatres, and to grant per- 
mi ts . to druggi sts to. seU 
liquor, and lax them for the 
same, to tax\ dogs, also to 
stop dog fights,' cock, pits, 
fighting, quarreling, and all 
other disorderly acts and 
make the offenders pay a 
fine. All licenses, fines and 
dog tax shall be paid to. the 
Village Treasury for the 
benefit of the village. 

The Trustees can erect en- 
gine, houses, buy engine; 
hose, carls,* hooks and lad- 



ders for the prevention of 
fires, encourage volunter fire 
companies, put "in water 
tanks , appoint r a Treasurer, 
and pass all ordinances and 
rules and make all regula- 
tions proper or necessary to

Now in certain taxes the 
Statute governs and in others 
it does not. The tax on small 
plays and amusements is dis- 
cretionary with the Trustees. 
Should there be no licenses 
whatsoever the Trustees can 
raise each year hundreds of 
dollars from other taxable 
sources. To make it- clear 
that the property owner need, 
not bear the burden of taxes 
alone I would say that we 
have perhaps' 100 able bodied 
voters who are sound in mind 
and under the 'age of 50 
years, within what would be 
the corporate limits. Now 
what would be a fair "poll tax 
per capita? Say three . dol- 
lars.. This would figure 
three hundred dollars which 
together with the t . licenses,, 
other taxes., and fines, would 
according to law be used for 
village improvement pur- 
poses.

, The upper story- is occu- 
pied by the Masons and the 
Odd Fellows as lodge rooms, 
which .are fitted up- in a 
mariher convenient for . the 
work of the two orders. 

The bank stockholders are 
composed of solid and. sub- 
stantial- business and . repre- 
sentative money men of the 
town, to the number of sev- 
enty and being chartered by 
the state with .capital of 
$25,000 this institution .in- 
sures a safe and ample pro- 
tection to the depositors. In 
the rear is a room set apart 
for the use of the public,

Old Antioch 

Landmark 
Being Razed 

OCTOBER 16, 1924 

Antioch's oldest building 
landmark will be a thing of 
history avith the passing, of 
the King Drug Store building 
on Main street, which is be- 
ing— wrecked— this— week—to 
make room for a. modern 
brick building. - 

According to- history fur- 
nished by Mrs. D. -A... Wil- 
liams, the old wooden struc- 
ture was built prior to 1843, 
and was occupied by Munson 
Bros.' store. In 1843.. the 
first Antioch grade school oc- 
cupied the rooms on the sec- 
ond floor. 

William. Ring and son pur- 
chased the building from the 
Munsons and a few years 
later the firm was known as 
the Collier and Ring Co. In 
1871, Levi Simons and D. A. 
Williams took over the busi- 
ness. E. B. Williams later 
took possession, from whom 
Frank King, the present own- 
er made his purchase/ . 

With the passing of the 
grade school from the build- 
ing the secojtd floor was con- 
verted to a hall, the only one 
in Antioch, and _was usedby 
the-Masonunodgc, "the Good 
Templar lodge and for 
church services of the Bap- 
tist church. 

The addition occupied by 
the Hachmeister meat market 
was built on in later years 
by "Uncle Jim" Davis, who 
a few of the older generation 
still remember; 

Barney Nabcr purchased 
the building from Mr. Kitfg 
and is supervising the 
wrecking. Work was started 
early Tuesday morning oh 
the upper portion of the 
building, and it was found 
that the lath used was of 
hand splintered boards. The 
boards are about twelve .feet 
long and-eight-inches-wide, 
being about one-half inch in 
thickness. — 

The carpenters evidently 
used an axe to make long 
splinters in the boards which 
were l wide . enough , to, hold 
plaster. The- larger founda- 
tion posts were of solid dak 
and riveted together with 
.wooden pegs. Most of the 
heavy timber is still in very 
good -condition and could 
stand many years more of 
bard wear.

The most, recent victory 
brought home by Antioch 
athletes was the. conference 
championship i n baseball 
which came to them for the 
second year as a result of 
the 2 to victory over Liber- 
tyville .in the game Monday 
afternoon. -_ 

In agricultural contest 
work the local teams bettered 
their_ recor d of last year 
wiien7tliey"\vere _ thifd^ainohg 
the. thirteen schools in their 
district, Northern Illinois, by 
winning second place among 
the fifteen schools represent- 
ed this year. In this work, 
Gordon Martin had the dis- 
tinction' of winning the high- 
est score in all departments. 

The Dairy Judging Team 
brought home first honors, 
the Poultry Judging Team 
second honors and the Grain 
Judging team, third. The 
competitive work in large 
part is carried on during the 



summer months. Last sum- 
mer the local school' won 5th 
out of 98 schools at the State 
Judging Contest and last sea- 
son's 4H poultry club won 
first honors in -several events. 
The agriculture club has 
been active all year and 
jniich is expected of them. 

The school musical organi- 
zations added their bit to the 
success of the season by win- 
ning the slate contest held -at 
Normal in' May. Here they 
captured the loving cup for 
having the highest score of 
any school in their class, and 
brought home cups, repre- 
senting first places in boys' 
glee club, chorus, and orches-
